THE BVLQABIAN PROBLEM. 

General Kaulbars intrepid attonipt tn 
compel the Uulgarians to love, and oonfido 
in tha czar does not aeera to have met 
with much succom; in fact the failure of 
his "errand of poaco" and "condescen- 
sion" is gradually revealing itaelf to Iha 
BuBsian tnind as a contingoucy to bo roo- 
koned with. Yet, were it over given to 
mortals to command suoceas which they 
liavo not deserved, the czar's representa- 
tive would aurely have come rather more 
triumphantly out of his enterprise. A 
more ignoble roU than ho has consented 
to play in the face of Europe was never 
Braignad.by j> deqpot.to his tool. Courta- 
ona° bot' 'inflexible ' reaiiitanco from the 
Bulgarian retjoncy, open hostility and 
undisguised contempt from the people of 
the Bulgarian capital, snuba from the civil 
authorities of the proviucef , and ucornful 
indifference from the soldiers he has 
iBcdeavored to corrupt— these are the re- 
BQlta,aobiered by thia' extraordinary dip- 
lomati'o agent. The history of the cani- 
paigETreflebta' the highest credit upon the 
Bulgai^ian people, ofUcialB, soldiers and 
oivi|iaDl'ii£e. They have not only ro- 
■iiktSd' 'teknptations to disloyalty and 
lauj^d at .threats, the potency of whicli 
' we iOktbia country can but partially esti- 
mate^tiut vthey. hare achieved the yet 
more diflScult task of oontrolling the feel- 
ings of distrust and indignation which this 
base conduct of thu Kuosian emisiary 
IB so well tittiiJ to excite ii) 
the mind of every hoiienl muu. Tuo aim 
of this nioHt disfjruecful lour would prob- 
ably have been eqimlI_T well ivttniuod either 
by the aubrerBiou of Bulgarian loyalty or 
by the yielding of evwu a fraction of tho 
people to natural anger. Both snares havo 
■0 for been avoided, and while Oeneral 
Knnlbara mission has been an absolute 
failure hifl nugust person remains inTioliito. 
"We apprehend danger from a totally difler- 
ent source. Tho finances are at ft very low 
ebb, and both civil and military officers re- 
ceive their pay very irregnliirly. Bribery 
as an art is thoroughly understood in Ruh- 
sia, and it is intimated that a golden shower 
■will ot any lime descend upon tho land if 
the te^ulsite submission be displayed. An 
empty exchequer is undoubtedly a serious 
affair, and unpaid aalariea naturally pre- 
dispose men tb discontent with the whole 
r<9ime under which they live. ' iet w« ven- 
ture to hope that the Balgariaus, having 
treated alike blaudishmeutn and uienaceB, 
•will not sell thouiselvL-a iiud ihiir country 
for a mess of pottagL'. liu.sbiii will give 
Bulgaria nothing, uud if bbc ib anxious to 
lend, the dullest must be inv;'.ra thut she 
only seeks in that way to acquire an excusa 
for selling up the country. A Bul- 
garian loan would probably be difB- 
oult to negotiate just now, since tho 
tooney market, though it has of tea 
lent on worse security, locks at any rate 
for formal au-irantees, which Hulgaria is 
hardly in a posilion to cffer. Rot thim^s 
more precious than ni;niay must be scarcer 
than recent events encourage us to hope, 
if the Bulgarians fail to find some tnothi.ds 
cf tiding over their fioancial diftiaoUios. 
The question of Prince Alexander's .-.uc- 
ceasor is the paramount question jjst 
now. Prince Waldemiir is a likely cui- 
didato but tho Danish courl ia reluct mt 
to allow him to become such on the 
groaod that he might come into collision 
with liis bnther the King of Greece. The 
Duke of Oldenburg is inautioned but it i» 
feared that he would only be a figure- 
head for Bussia. Then again Aliko Pasha 
and King Charles of ll-juuiolia are men- 
tioned but their nomination would bo 
likely to catch opposition in very different 
quaitera far very different reaaona. No 
cabinet earea to commit itself to a candi- 
date atattme of so much uncertainty, and 
in the abaence of any ono specially and 
cbvioualy fitted for the post. It may be 
taken aa certain, however, that Russis 
will object to any candidate favored by 
the states, and will propose none of her 
own whom other states would willingly 
accept. Until she cm get a prince who 
will be har eubrnissive tool it ia her policy 
to omit nothing that can perpetuate and 
aggravits the uncertainties in which Bul- 
garia is now plunged. Meantima,Bhe refuses 
to recognize the legality of the regency, 
and she has taken care to dermunce the 
Sobranjo beforehand, so thut she will be 
able to reject any arrangement which it 
may initiate. It nuist bo confoesed that 
the prospects of a stable and regular 
government in Bulgaria are somewhat 
remote, but the eountry may get on very 
well for an indefinite period under pro- 
visional governmentB, if only tho spirit 
of indepoiidenco and unity remains un- 
broken. The news cabled u.i yesterday, 
however, is serious. It ia stated that 
NabokofT, who will bo remembered as the 
leader of tho coup d'etat lant May led a 
band of Montenegrins to tho attack of 
tho Bourguz prefecture, and having 
aeizod it, proclaimed Ruaaian rule. It 
■was staled that tho governinent had sen* 
troops to quell the revolt, and that an 
officer, who escaped from Bourgaz, an- 
nounced the population as awaiting tho 
coming of troopa to assint tliem in an 
attack upon the llusaiana, iind that a 
Russian war ship waa iit JJ.)urga^ la 
this tho beginning uf hoatilitieft / iL»H 
RuEsia shown its hand, and ia tho Eautern 
problem to be solved, or will crafty Rus- 
Bia, as usual, disclaim any participation 
in the acts of her representative? Time 
alone will toll . 



Foe cool efl'rontery and c(jnflummato 
impudence commend us to the Evening 
Times. After being worsted in argument, 
and shown to be as unreliable us un- 
graramaticul, it claims to have had tho 
best of the argument on the precedent 
question.

Tho aapiiMit editor of 
tho Times, who haa an ihtinial.i kuowl- 
edi/o of thu peculiar miLhodu wliich parith 
politioians in Ontario have reoourao to in 
order to gain thoir ends, immediately 
rushes off into a quarrel between tho Mon- 
treal Herald and Gazette, and when we re- 
monstrate goes back into the days of long 
ago and furnishcH liia roudpra with some 
(jiuelleiit select iiJiM ivu\n Tlie Vohniat't 
oolumna. When we object that we oaii- 
nbttfbllow.him into the dim rocestoa of 
the past he claims that he has worsted us 
in argument and that wo are litarally 
annihilated. The fact is life ia too short 
to follow our verbose contemporary in his 
meanderings. With that self-oonoeit 
which charactorizea him, the Times writer 
atill claima he knows all about Ontario 
politica after having made tho terrible 
blunder of statitig that a Macdonald- 
Oartior guvornnient nucoeudod the Muc- 
donald Dorion ,idmiiiintr,ition in 180't, 
If his language was not bo nbusivo it 
would be exoelleat sport to follow him up 
and expose his i^nor»Doe BDd raisrepr^ 



Tns TiMiP:s of last oriininf; contains a 
contemptible reference to D. W, Higgins, 
late proprietor of thia journal, at preseDt 
in the east.

WnTeferrsd laat week'^bo Lord lie r he's 
re-entry into political life by his consent 
to oppose Mr. Aehmead Bartlett as the 
liberal candidate for the Eccleahall divi- 
«ion of Sheffield. Prior to commencing 
his election campaign, Lord Lorne has 
been engaged in delivering presidential 
addresses to tha mambera of tne Birminp- 
ham reform club and the suburban and 
districts union of the same city. In both 
addresses our ex-Govoruor-Genoral made 
roforonco to tho colonies, ihough it ia in 
tha latter that his remarks are of particu- 
lar colonial Interest, No one will doubt 
that, HB Lord Lorne says, mutual defence 
must bo looked upon as tha groundwork 
of Imperial fodoratiou. There will hard- 
ly, however, be the same general agree- 
ment with the nait conclusion! to which 
his lurdahip comes. "We must not," he 
says, "look for fiscal unity unless wo 
are prepared to favor the colonies by rais- 
ing the revenue tariff against the foreigner. " 
There can be no dneatiom that any perma- 
nent federation, if it ia to come at all, must 
be tho outcome of common iuteresta, and if 
what Lord Lome iiaya bo admit (ed it ia at 
onco apparent thut Imperial federiUiun ia 
inimical to free trade. Whether it is prao- 
ticabla to maintain an Imperial ring for the 
maintonauoe of certain common prices is. 
Lord Lome admits, a aerious matter, nud 
one may, perhaps, be pardoned for believ- 
ing that its detormiuatiou can -n'oU bo left 
until tha many praotioal colonial ciuestioim 
which are now unsettled have been finally 
disposed of. While seonriug the settle- 
ment of these in a way satisfactory to the 
colonies there can bono doubt that'tbe pros 
and cons of the more general question of 
Imperial federation wiU be more clearly de- 
fined.

TuE population of a ooaatry by its rate 
of increase furnishes a very reliable crit- 
erion of prosperity. It has been found in 
a great number of oases that nations 
which most rapidly increase in popula- 
tion also make the most rapid advances 
in other respects, and by the combined 
forces of emigration and aterling charac- 
ter are most successful in extending their 
influence abroad, '.ho land that finds its 
r.Qiaber of births cnnttiiitly growing leaa 
as compared with the doaitia ia certainly 
out of tune in s jiuu portion of its social 
structure, and in mora or less danger of 
national deetructiou. in France this un- 
favorable condition of citfuira is constantly 
becoming more pronounced, and unless 
the tide speedily turns there will soon bo 
an actual yearly decrease nf population, 
oven if no one omigrates. In 1881. with 
an estimated population of thirty-oight 
millions the surplus was only 108.2'29, 
and in 1886 it had fallen to 85,4G4. Dur- 
ing this period aevonil hiindred thousand 
Frenchmen are known to 'have perman- 
ently loft the country; and thus, in a 
time of pence, with ovary outward reason 
for true advancement, the number of in- 
habitants in this country has actually 
groivn less. In marvellous contrast to 
the figures are tho statistics which come 
from England. In 1883 tho entire popu- 
lation was net abave twenty-seven mil- 
lions, and the surpliu of births amounted 
10 367,000. The figures for tho follow- 
ing years are not at hand: but the samo 
rate of increase has dunbtless been main- 
tained.

Ireland was 
more determined and united than -ever be- 
fore, and its hopea higher in the minds of 
the people." 

After a lengthy disousaion resolutions 
wore adopted uxprcaning gratitude to Mr. 
Gladstone, America aud Australia, for their 
geuerouB support and declaring their con- 
tinued confidonoe in I'aruoU'a loadorship 
aud pledging their support to the Irish 
people in resisting eviction byorgnnizing a 
subscription to evade eviction. 

Justin McCarthy and Mr. Sexton were 
ccngratolated upon the reanlta of the pe- 
titions declaring them elected for London- 
derry and Belfast, respectively. 

Balloting for otficcrH resulted in the re- 
election of ilr. O'Conner as pveaideut, Mr.

Carthy, Sexton, Healy and Brady, secre- 
taries. Cardiff was unanimously chosen aa 
the scene of convention in 1887. 

AUSTRIA. 

Bode, Pesth, Nov. G — Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph addressed a delegation to-day. 
lie declared that Auitria, in uiiioon with 
other powers, was endeavoring to localise 
the Bulgarian disturbances and to find a 
way to re-establish law and order in Bul- 
garia. He said he hoped the legal con- 
stitution of tho Bulgarians would soon be 
restored with all allowaiioes for lawful 
aspirations of the Bulgarians us was con- 
sietoiit with the Austrian iutoiost. 

The Emperor Francis J oiaph received 
the Aastrian and HuDgarlan depntation 
in the throne hall of the castle. Id his 
speech h« said : "It is regrettable that 
oompliotions in Bulgaria, which origin- 
ated 111 1885 from the overthrow of tha 
governiucut at Fhillipopolis, should again 
cause serioun ai>prehenaions, among tho 
powers, in localizing the movement and 
paving the way to a re eatablishment of 
tho legal status of affairs, but recont 
events in Sofia havo produced a dangerous 
dovolopinont, of which, however, I trust 
there is a pacific solution. It will ooonpy 
at the present moment the full attention 
of my government, whoso efforts are 
directed to attain in the final sottlemont 
uf the Bulgarian quoBtion, which must 
be ellectod in co-oporation with other 
powrr.s, an agreomoiit that they shall be 
treated us an nulonoinouE principality and 
a legal ttato nf things, which, while 
taking into account tho ndiniaanble wishes 
of the Bulgarians, shall oijually as well 
oolncidu with tho intorenta of liuropo. 
Otir excellent relatioiia with all tho pow- 
ers, and tho aH.^uranco of peaceful iiitun- 
tioiifl wo receive from all governments, 
ju.stify tho hopu that notwithstsndiniz the 
dillicult position in tho oast, it will bo 
found possible while safely gmirdinf^ the 
intoresls of Austria and Hungary to [.'ra- 
BorTo tiio bleaaingo of poaco to Europe, 
and tho emperor npponlod to the good- 
will of the nation to make the increased 
expenditure rendered necessary by the 
extensive improvement in manufaotacing 
firearms. All branches nf the administra- 
tion in Bosnia niid [Lcriingovina, he said, 
hove steadily progroased. 

The Hungarian prime minister assured 
the emperor that i{ tho interests of tho 
throne and monarchy required It, Hun- 
gary would make any sacrifice to aid tha 
army in its heroic struggle. ' * 

BULGARIA. 
TinNoTA, Nov, 0. — Ths goveniuisnt will 
scud a note to Oen. Kaulkurn, charging 
that lluHBian agents in Bulgari.-t are engag- 
ed in organizing a revolt. The prefect of 
FhlllippopolicHaaked for anthority to search 
reRidonoes In that city for the nihilist Nov- 
ittka and Dragoman, Russlon OiDnsulate, who 
he had diHCovered hud bona plotting a re- 
volt.

The Republican oommitteo haa ra-

In addition, tl^e committee 
has stationed at the registrar's office two 
watchmen, to watch the vault and see 
that there is no tampering with the votes. 

This evening's Post, as eiplanutory of 
the sudden change in the proportion of 
Bartlett's plurality in this city during the 
concluding hours, of tha o^iun^; alleges 
that in many oases clerical eri-ors were 
committed, or a bold attempt tn steal 
rotes from Swift wore luudo. Tho Post 
claims that in the ninth precinct, fortieth 
district, Bartlutt was credited with a g.iin 
of 80 votes; in tho ninth precinct, of 
tho thirty fifth district, where partial ro- 
turni showed a vote of 76 for Swift and 
complete returns onlj' 67. It may be that 
these didcrspancies are caused by ernip, 
but there is sufficient reason to huve them 
invostigiited.

To THE EuiToli; In yesterday's Cnlon 
ijit a writer atatea "The law of England 
ignores the Indian title;" he might hav.i 
added that the law oonrta of Canada have 
as well here as in other {^rovinoen, declar- 
ed that "Indian Title" has no existence 
and whatever is given the Indians by gov- 
crnmenta ia a matter of palicij and polHitu 
and not on account of title. Yet tho Sen- 
ator still asserts, in spite of these legal 
decisions, that Indian title is vital and 
nut mythical. Of course a aenator knowa 
more than the judges. At all events, ho 
ia at liberty to think so, but to teach and 
urge hia ideas upon the Indiana, and so 
make thum disiatistied and robollious to 
t|lo law is a different and very eerioua 
matter altogether. Aa to what Iho gov- 
ernments and tho mialoadors have done 
for the Indians, perhaps tha public 
might possibly gat un oye-openur by 
applying to tho Indian department, 
Tha uudersiguod never awHortod that the 
goverumeut had not denied that tliey had 
not done their moral d"aty to tho Indians 
(thia was not the quoHtion) but what he 
ii3.sortod (and Btill unflinchingly asserts), 
was, that by and owing to the advent of a 
civilized people among the Indians, that 
the latter had received, were receiving, and 
would continne to receive and bad bad con- 
ferred upon them, directly and indirectly, 
immense benefits in various civilizing 
modes and methods far in excess and. sopei- 
ior to the mythical valno of the flaunted 
mythical and worthless Indian title. In 
short, thattho Indians wore deeply indobted 
to the whites (among whom miridioiiarie.s 
may be included), instead of tho whites be- 
ing indebted to them on account of 
Indian title, and that if tho Indians 
wanted any more thoy must aolioit it on 
vxoral groundsi and not demand it as a 
legal right, which had truly no oiiatonce. 

'i'ho senator asks: "Why tiioeo who 
wish the Indians well did not go to Mol- 
lakahtla io see justice done. U.. M. S, 
Cormorant has gone there to do justice, 
and if she required any assistanoe, well- 
wishers would have given it 7 But why 
did the Senator and others holding hia 
opinions miss going ? Why desert their 
pupils when they want publicly to ro 
hoarse, and put into practice tho luBBona 
instilled into thom by misleadors ? After 
all, the best way of civilizing the Indiana 
is to settle the country as rapidly as pos- 
sible. The whites have done the Indians 
immense good, and an increased number 
will civilize and enrich them still more. 
To settle the country exfond the Nanaimo 
railway to the north end of tho island — 
civilizing influences will then be brought 
much closer to Indians generally; and 
the recent discovery of now fisheries 
give more employment and gain — for 
white fishers will employ Indiana. Valo I

llEVliALED BY A DREAM. 

Chrrles UaUOHLIN'8 Dauohter-in-l«w 
Sees the stolen Money in:her Sleep. 

About three weeks ago ?3,897, the 
: savings of a lifetime, were atolea from 
Charles Caughlin. Mr. Caughliii, 
■who is over 70 years of ago, witli hia 
wife, wife's brother, also very old, and 
a hired man are the only occupants of 
the house.' - Mr.- Oaughlin kept the 
iDonef,'$l97 of which was iri gold and 
the rest in greenbacks, in a largo pock- 
etbook, which was concealed iu an old 
chest, and both his wife aiyl himself 
insist that no one about the house or 
neighborhood knew of it being there. 
^Qiaged couple didf^not for, ft inomeut 
entertain a suspicion of anyone who 
belongs about the house nor of any of 
their neighi)ors or rolativea. 

Tho wifu of Edward Uaughlin, a son 
of the Hoptageuariiin, who lives on 
Taney stren.t, immediately back of ber 
fatber in law's . re? idenoe, rushed into 
the old bomesteai on. IVtondsky and in 
formed ber motber-'in^lavr that she had 
had a dream the night "before, inwhijb 
she saw the missing money concaled 
in the hay loft. Old Mrs. Oaughlin 
ridiculed the idea that a dream could 
f iriiish a clue to tlie stolen wealth, ktut 
her daughtcr-in law at once proceedi^d 
to the :loft and soon returned with 
$2,000 of the money tied up in a band- 
l-erchiff. The gold and $1,100 of the 
green hack.s and two gold ringn, with 
thii pocUetbiJok, are .snll iiiiasiiig. Mr.s. 
Caughlan, ji'., leporl.s thai tin; money 
wrapped ^in the handkcrchiof was 
found behind one of the rafters in the 
hay loft. She subsequently made a 
more thorough search, but rccoverod 
no more of the money, and Mr. Oluugli- 
lin has given uji all ho|)o of ever sei-ing 
the i51,liy7 which, with the riugu and 
pockocbook, the thief forgot to place 
in the handkerchief. 

It is reported that a fortune-teller 
had directed Mr. Caughlin to wben; 
the recovered money was found, but 
there is no truth in that version, iln 
visited a fortune-teller but all she told 
him was that the stolen money was in 
the block in which she lived. This he 
did not breathe even to his wife and it 
had nothing to do with the recovery of 
the $2,000. The old gentleman does not 
even suspect any particular person of 
committing the robbery and has no 
theory as to how it was perpetrated. 
"I kept the money in the honse as 1 
expected to use it soon," he saidyester- 
terday to a reporter, "^tnd if every- 
body were as honest as they should bn 
it would have been just as safe here as 
in aJ)ank. It would not have been any 
safer in some banks than it was iu^the

However, Mr. Oaughlin will not 
keep any more large sums in the house 
after .this experienoe. While he de- 
clares that no one knew of bis having 
so much money in l^is house, the neigh - 
bora say it was generally known Ibt-t 
he had considerable ready money and 
that he did not have it in a bank. An- 
other fact was well known, namely, 
that ho often went to the old ehest for 
money to pay bills presented at tht* 
house, — Eoe.
